LONDON, January 21.—The Royal Academy 
bas resolved to admit women to membership, 
subjeet to certain disabilities, including de- 
privation of right to vote at elections and at- 
tendance at annual banquet. 

A FATAL EXPLOSION. 

LOXDON, January 21.—An explosion has 
occurred in Lycett Colliery, near Newcastle. 
The number of persons killed is variously 
stated at from seventy to ninety. 

The scene of the explosion is at Newcastle- 
under-Tyne. The disaster occurred at 8 this 
morning. There is little hope that the persons 
in the pitatthe time of the calamity, esti- 
mated at from seventy to ninety persons, will 
be saved. Searchis delayed by the damage 
done to the shaft. The explosion is attrib- 
uted to the gaseous nature of the coal seam.

RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, January 21.—The Porte 
has addressed a nete to Sir Austin Layard, 
British Embassador, in reply to the latter’s 
ultimatum on the subject of the prosecution 
of Koeller, German missionary, for distrib- 


uting religious tracts. The Porte argues 
that the proceedings of Koeller 
justified the seizure of his papers, 


which were only returned out of regard for 
England; that Ahmed Tewtlk, the Moham- 
medan priest, deserves the punishment 
awarded him in conformity with the religious 
laws of the country, and that he was liberated 
only by the clemency of the Consul. In con- 
clusion the Porte expresses satisfaction 
at the resumption of official relations with the 
British Embassador. 
Sir Austin Layard will reply to the note de- 
claring be does not accept the principle that a 
foreigner may be arrested provided his Em- 
bassador be informed witbin twenty-four 
hours. He will refute the argument of the 
Porte onthe religious aspect of the case as 
contrary to the stipulations of article 63 of the 
Treaty of Berlin. 
The German and Austrian Embassadors 
have asked their respective Governments for 
instructions in the matter. 
It is reported that Fournier, French Em- 
bassador here, has tendered his resignation. 
HONORS TO HAFIZ. 
Hafiz Pasha bas received the decoration of 
the Order of Medjidie. and bas been appoint- 
aid-de-camp tothe Sultan. He retains, how- 
ever, his post of Minister of Police. These 
honors to Hafiz Pasha are very offensive to 
Sir Austin Layard. 


Cuba. 
DISTURBED DISTRICTS. 

HAVANA, January 21.—The _ districts of 
Holguin and La Tunas are now entirely peaee- 
ful. Capt.-Gen. Blanco has issued an order 
directing that the jurisdictions of Bay Amo 
and Manzanill be separated from the province 
of Santiago de Cuba and incorporating them 
for their easier pacification with the District 
of Holguin under the command of Gen. Val- 
era. All available navai forces are still being 
sent to the eastern coast of theisland. Santiago 
de Cuba Police are reported to have discoy- 
ered an association of negroes called ‘*Nani- 
gos,’’ whose statutes oblige members to kill 
white persons. The police have captured fif- 
ty-four of the alleged members.

ISMAIL AYOUB. 

ALEXANDRIA, January 21.—Ismail Ayoub 
Pasha, the newly appointed Governor-Gener- 
al of the Soudan, demands a _ half million 
pounds sterling and that 24,000 troops be 
placed at his disposal, so he shall have unlim- 
ited powers. The Council of Ministers, re- 
garding Soudan merely as an Egyptian prov- 
ince, bas rejected the demand of the Gover- 
nor-General.

Points From Panama. 
A SHOCK AT SAN SALVADOR. 

NEw YORK, January 21.—Advices from 
Panama state violent shocks of earthquake 
were reported in Salvador and much damage 
is feared inthe interiorin Labertas, on the 
night of the Ist inst. The earth seemed liter- 
ally to be dancing. Persons 1n thestreets were 
thrown down and many buildings suffered. It 
was generally apprehended that San Salvador 
would be leveled to the ground. All whg 
could leaye that capital had done so. Many 
business men Kept their animals saddled and 
prepared for flight. The Lake of Ilopango 
was in motion like a boiling cauldron, emit- 
ting dense sulphurous vapors. Industries of 
all sorts are suspended, the ter- 
rified inhabitants being only con- 
cerned about theirsafety. The Government 
bas used every means in its power to calm the 
populace and has furnished facilities for 
travel and ample protection against lawless- 
ness and robberies. 

THE ALLIED WAR. 

It is generally believed in Panama that Cal- 
lao has been blockaded by Chilian vessels. 
The Peruvian army has been divided into three 
corps. No confidence is reposed in the Bolivians, 
although Campero is said to be operating 
against the Chilians on the line ofthe Loa. 
President Pierola has issued a provisional 
constitution. He announces his de- 
votion to the chureh and. guarantees 
a free press, but obliges the editors to aftix 
their names to tbeir articles, and for failure 
to comply with the order six ofthe leading 
Lima editors were arrested and confined in 


A BAND OF BUTCHERS. 
The revolt of the negroes in the department 
of the Chencha was followed by some horrible 


butcheries. Excited by areport maliciously 
circulated that the haciendados 
were about to establish 


slavery, tifty or sixty armed themselves, broke 
into several haciendas and murdered the pfo- 
prietors and some of the principal employes, 
sacking and burning the premises and 
breaking up the machinery. They were 
partially depressell by the prefect of Ica, 
who killed four of their number. The band 
was increased from other sugar districts to a 
number variously stated at three, four and six 
hundred. These twice attacked the town of 
Chincha, and were repulsed by the people with 
alssin killed and captured. At the report 
that the bandits would attack Pisco, the wo- 
men and children were sent on board ships in 
he harbor. The troops marched the next 
day to meet the band.

The Welcome Gitren the Engineer—His 
Plans for Perfécting His Enterprise. 


NEW YORK, Janpary 21.—The Star and 
Herald of Panama, just received, says: 

The 30th December, 1879, will be forever 
memorable in the history of thisIsthmus. At 
3 o’ clock in the afternoon the Fyench steamer 
Lafayette, with Count Ferdinand de Lesseps 
on board, was signaled at Colon, and 
soon after entered the harbor... The steamer 
came immediately alongside the wharf, where 
the Committee of Reception appointed by 
the Government, a delegation from the State 
Assembly and a large number of invited 
citizens were collected to welcome the illus- 
trious engineer and other members of his 
party. Inthe evening many houses were il- 
luminated, and there was a fine display of 
fire-works. 

On the morning of the 31st De Lesseps and 
the engineers of his party made an examina- 
tion of the harbor from the Pacific Mail wharf. 
De Lesseps says there are only two great difli- 
culties to be overcome, the Chagres River and 
the deep cutting at the summit. The first

Progress of the Investigation of 
the Ute Troubles.

Annoying Accusations Against Commissioner 
Hayt—National News, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 21.—The 
investigation of the Ute troubles continues 
with closed doors. The Board of Indian Com- 
missioners are busily engaged in hunting up 
and furnishing testimony to prove that Com- 
missioner Hayt is the cause of all the irrita- 
tion. They expect to prave that, on his ac- 
count, the Indians were cheated out of a por- 
tion of their lands under the Brunot treaty; 
failure of the Government to pay annually the 
$25,000 to which they were entitled under that 
treaty; failure to deliver supplies from 1876 to 
1878; forbidding the sale of arms and ammu- 
nitionon White River Agency, which com- 
pelled the Indians to go off the reservation to 
get ammunition with which to kill game. Gen. 
Fisk attacks the injudicious conduct of Agent 
Meeker, and says he was unfit for the oflice as 
a man could be to deal with Indians, and be- 
lieves that Meeker’s threats to bring troops to 
the agency was the principal cause of the 
massacre. 

SATISFIED WITH EADS’ WORK. 

Another batch of documents relating to the 
Eads jetties was sent to the Senate by the 
Secretary of War to-day. All of them con- 
sisted of arguments toshow that Eads had 
maintained the maximum channel required 
and is entitled to pay from the Govern- 
ment. 

AMENDING THE CENSUS LAW. 

The Senate Census Committee to-day re- 
ported a billto amend the census law, the 
object of which is to prevent frauds 1n census 
returns. The bill requires that the enumera- 
tors shall file returys with county clerks and 
give five days’ notice by advertisement; 
that the returns’ shall be _ subject 
to inspection and correction by 
citizens before being sent to Washington, and 
duplicates shall be filed with the Secretary of 
State. The passage ofthis bill will expose 
and probably prevent false reduction of popu- 
lation in the South. 

CAUSE OF THE COLORED EXODUS. 

The Senate Exodus Committee have virtu- 
ally proved that the negro exodus was origin- 
ated by Radical politicians to reduce the pop- 
ulation of the South and increase that of the 
North in the Presidential! election. That is 
about all the committee can do. 

THE DEMOCRATIC CONVEXTION. 

John Thompson, of Ohio, a member of the 
National Democratic Convention, says that, 
next to holding the convention in Cincinnati, 
he favors Washington. There is a strong sen- 
timeutin favor of St. Louis, and if proper 
work is dene she will get the convention. 


Marshals’ Fees. 
WASHINGTON, January 21.—The House 
Committee on Appropriations took up this 
morning the deficiency appropriation bill for 
the pay of U.S. Marshals and deputies, and 
after a prolonged discussion agreed upon and 
ordered their chairman to report the follow- 


ing bill: Be it emacted, ' etc., tnat 
$600,000 is hereby appropriated for pay- 
ment during the fiscal year ending 


June 30, 1880, of fees of U. S. Marshals and 
their deputies, but no part of the money 
hereby appropriated is appropriated to pay 
any compensation fees or expenses ef mar- 
shals or deputy marshals for services render- 
ed in connection with registration or ele:- 
tions under any of the provisions of title 26 
of the Revised Statutes.

THE COMPRESSED AIR CURE. 


Acropathic Treatment and an Improved 
Way of Administering Anzsthetics. 
| Paris Correspondence Edinburgh Scoteman. | 
Iegvas my good fortune to meet the other 
day at breakfast M. Paul Bert, a name per- 
fectly well known to men of science and of 
surgery and medicine. Among the many 
to which M. Paul Bert has given his 
attention is the application of the protoxide 
of azote as an anwsthetic. I,inan tious 
moment, expressed my curiosity to see it ap- 
lied. A day or two afterwards I received a 
etter appointing this morning for an opera- 
tion at the establishment of Dr. Fontaine. 
The operator was to be Pean, a surgeon of 
European celebrity. At 10:30 I was at the 
rendezvous. A handsomely furnished salon 
precedes the room in which the ‘‘aeropathy,’’ 
which constitutes the motive of the establish- 
ment, is carried on. In effect it isa place for 
curing people by the alr-pump. You enter a 
large room in which there is a row of circular 
vessels, or cells, about8 feet high and 6 feet 
in diamater, made of powerful! boiler iron, 
with air-t bt doors, and with four lunettes 
or circular lights of thick glass. Looking into 
one ofthese it appears like a little parlor- 
cell, carpeted and containing a handsome vel- 
vet-covered easy-chairand atable. Into this 
you are invited to walk. You are locked in. 
You take with you a book. You do not change 
your clothes, you simply sit duwn and wait 
events. Assoonasthechamber is air-tight 
a cock is turned and the pressure 1s increased 
inside to as many atmospheres as may have 
been deemed aesirable. he air thus forced 
in is filtrated through cotton and compressed 
in water. Thus the_ whole body is subjected 
to an atmosphere of compressed air. The 
ears begin to feel the pressure, but it 1s in- 
stantly relieved by oe the spittle or 
by simply blowing the nose. The patients re- 
main in this agreeable bath for two hours, and 
from the number of well-thumbed novels I 
saw on the table I should say that, on the 
whole, there are few remedies so attractive. 
Remarkable results have been achieved, es- 
pecially with asthmatic patients, by this pro- 
cess. ae ten to thirty seances are necessa- 
ry to effect a cure. 
I was now sbown that one of these cells had 
been prepared for the operation [ had come 
to witness. A mattress had been laid on tres- 


‘sels, with pillows. etc., leaving ample room 


under it fora reservoir of considerable size. 
M. Paul Bert Was already onthe scene, and 
after a short time a stout bonne arrived, who 
inafew moments bad unpacked a neat box 
containing surgical instruments ia painful 
variety, cotton, wool, sponges anda pair of 
india-rubber armletsfor the surgeon. The 
latter’s assistant arranged the instruments, 
wrapped his arms 1n linen, hungadozen care- 
fully selected threads over his button, and 
then examined all the arrangements ag coolly 
asifhe were goingto cut upa cabbage ora 
fish. 
Meantime the great surgeon arrived, a tall, 
fine-looking man of about fifty, in black dress 
clothes, perfectly at his ease, and we learned 
that he had selected for my delectation the 
operation of cutting atumor out of the breast 
of a woman. There was a little delay in bring- 
ing the gas. The reservoir of caoutchouc had 
been filled, but it leaked, and it was, after dis- 
cussion, decided tha®india-rubber was not the 
roper material for bottling up the protoxide. 
his gas is frequently used in its ordinary 
form by simple inhalation by dentists and 
others. Administered brut, the patient be- 
comes black in tbe face f asphyxiated. Dr. 
Pean declared that thou he had trie: to 
operate on patients to whom it had been ad- 
ministered in this way, their aspect so un- 
nerved him that he .could not operate. 
The process of M. Paul Bert entirely 
removes this difficulty. When the pro- 
toxide is administered in an atmosphere of 
25 degrees pressure, these appearances and 
spasms do not occur. M. Paul Bert explain- 
ed that.this for all surgical operations was 
preferable to chloroform. The ratio between 
the wsthetic effectiveness of chloroform and 
deadliness—i. e., absolute killing power —is 5 
to7: betweenthe protoxide efficiency as an 
anesthetic and death, 1to5. Two men car- 
ried alarge india-rubber bag formed likea 
bellows and placed it under the operator’s 
table inthe cell. The great surgeon enters, 
orders the lamp to be lit inside and draws on 
his india-rubber sleeves. M. Paul Bert holds 
ih his hand the inhaler. It is like the ordinary 
inhalers, ngade to fit over the nose and mouth, 
but instead of wool or cotton round its edge 
it bas an air-cushion of india-rubber. This 
is blown up bya little tube attached tothe 
reservoir. 

A little old woman, not much over four feet 
two, appears, with thin, wrinkled, but fine- 
cut features, inclosed in a White frilled cap. 
She walks in steadily, her thin lips, however, 
tightly compressed. Gets up and lies down 
quietiv. In gothe surgeon and his assist..nt 
andamanto holdthe lamp. I was politely 
invited to enter, but or declined. [ 
selected one of the windows, through which I 
could perfectly see under a fine light the 
whole operation. The five oe ng are shut 
into the cloche: it is screwed up;a cock is 
turned, the air rushes in. It wanted eight- 
een minutes tol2. In three minutes the 
gauge outside showed that the pressure inside 
was twenty-five degrees. The woman shut 
her eyes and put her hand a moment over her 
face. I could see she was praying. At 11:46 
M. Paul Bert passed the inhaler over her face. 
The atmospheric pressure facilitates the 
breathing, and this isthe point of M. Bert’s 
improvements. In about sixty seconds 
sne ives a lon breath. 
Her hands are drawn down and held by the 
assistant. In exactly eighty seconds he lets 
them go; they hie flaccid. At 11:48 the strong 
fingers holding the knife made tbe first incis- 
ion. At thistime she was breathing with 
perfect regularity, 30to3laminute. There 
was no discoloration of the skin, no sign of 
aspbpxia. She moaned a little, but she lay 
there apparently unfeeling while that skillfal 
hand was cutting deep and then probing and 
then quickly tying up and skillfully binding. 
At 12:02 it was done, and five minutes later 
the inmates of the cell came out. The woman 
lay sleeping inside. No care was given dur- 
ing the whole time to the woman’s respiration 
or ulee. So safe is this anwsthetic appled 
under iene conditions, that the surgeon is 
not obliged to trouble himself about that. 
The inconveniences are the pneumatic appar- 
atus, which is of such a size that it can scarce- 
ly be carried about, and the slight incoaven- 
ience to the operator of inhaling the pers 
ed air, but I could see that it did not in any 
way affect the steadiness orthe skiliof Dr.

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Progress of Washingten City.

The citizens of this metropolis are congcrat-

THE MADSTONE. 


Wonderful Cures Said to Have Been 
Wrought tn Nerth Carolina. 
{Danville (Va.) Cor. New York Sun. |] 

Joseph Pointer, of Person county, North 

Carolina, had a madstone that had been 1n his 

family for many years—more than 100, [ think. 

I bave never seen it, but F have heard of it 

ever since I was a child, and I never heard 

anybody express a doubt as to its curative 

ower. 1 lived within five miles of Pointér’s 
house for more than twenty years. I went to 
school with his older children, and his younger 
ebildren went to school to me. Those who 
have seen the madstone say it is about the size 
of the ball of a man’s thumb, of a dark color, 
and very compact—like giass—on one side and 
porous and of a brownish color on the other 

side. When a persong has been bitten by a 

rabid dog or a poisonous snake or meer it is 

appplied to the wound, where it adheres fora 
time and then falls off. It is afterwards» put 
into warm water, where it gives out the 
venom it has absorbed, and the process of ap- 
plying it to the wound and putting itin water 
repeated till it will ne longer adhere. 
Inthe spring of 187la girl about twelve 


- years old, who was then going to school to me, 


was bitten on the top of the foot, while bare- 
foot, by either aland moccasinora spread- 
head adder (the children were so excited that 
they were not sure which). The reptile heid 
on so hard that the Pirl had to kick it to get it 
loose. She was about three miles from Point- 
er’s. She wa's taken in a wagon and hurried 
there as rapidiy as possible. Thestone was 
applied to her foot, which was very much in- 
flamed and swollen. Ina day or two she was 
back to school again. About the timethat the « 
war broke out, J. Scott, whose land adjomed 
that of my father, hada negro man bitten in 
his own yard by a strange deg that had ail the 
symptoms of hydrophobia. The man was 
taken to Pointer’s, and the stone was applied. 
He is still living, and has had no gymptouis of 
hydropbobia, though no one doubts that the 
dog that bit him had rabies. Josephus Youn- 
ger, of Person county, a farmerand iror 
moulder, a leading member of tke Baptist 
Church, and for many years County Treasurer, 
told me fhat many years ago, whenthe mad- 
stone was in the possession of Joseph Point- 
er’s father, a man living near him was bitten 
by aspider, became delirious, and seemed 
about to die, but was cured by applying the 
madstone. This was vouched for by R. A. 
C. Mason. 

Mr. Younger told me that John Bennett, 
Sr., for many years Sheriff of Person County, 
and once a member of the Legislature, told 
him that he knew of a team of four horses all 
of which were bitten by arabid dog. The old 
wan Pointer objected to applying the mad- 
stone to any buta human creature; but he 
was finally persuaded to apply itto the wound 
of one favorite horse. The horse thus treated 
never showed any ill effects of the bite, while 
all the other borses that were bitten had ra- 
bies, and died or were killed. 

I have been told by four men, all of whom I 
have known from youth, and whom I believe 
to be trustworthy, that last sum- 
mer acew and acolt were bitten by a rabid 
dog. Both had rabies and died. The same 
dog, on the same day, bit two negro boys. One 
ofthem when he was taken to Pointer’s house, 
was very sick. His jaws were set. and he was 
foaming atthemouth. The madstone was ap- 
plied, and the boy was wellin a day or two. 
Ihe other boy was not so sick, and after hav- 
ing the madstone applied. never experienc- 
ed apy ill effects from the bite. 

ese are only a fewofthe cases [Ff have 
heard of where persons were thus cured by the 
madstone. Joseph Pointer died not long ago, 
and his effects were sold on December 17, 
1879, and I suppose the madstone was sold. If 
it was not, it is likelyto be sold next court, 
which will be in March or April. Ilive just 
across the river from Person County. 
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Dickens’ Love for the Stage.

There was, perbaps, some foundation for 
the charge of posturing, though by no means 
in the ill-natured sense in which the charge 
has sometimes been made. Ii was one of his 
humors to posture, one of his relaxations to 
cast himself and friends in fantastic parts, 
and write imaginary dialogues in imitation of 
plays which they had seentogether. There 
is ‘nothing more striking inthe two volumes 
of letters than the evidence that they furnish 
of the persistence with which his thoughts 
ran uponthe stage. His passion for acting 
was of very carly date. He has told us how 
asa boy he used tostalk about his father’s 
house acting out the various characters in 
Smollett’s novels. Heorganized private the- 
atricals at school, and played as an amateur 
when he was aclerk in asolicitor’s office. He 
seems. to have had a complete knowledge of 
stage business down to its smallest detail. In 
the famous amateur company of literary men 
and artists which was organized in 1845, 
Dickens, Mr. Forster says, was ‘‘the life aud 
soul of the entire affair, stage director, very 
often stage -carpentef, scene arranger, prop- 
erty man, prompter, and band-master.’’ And 
it was not only among amateurs that he ceuld 
venture to assume ese When one of 
his Christmas tales was dramatized, he not 
only drilled the actors, but made suggestions 
to the master carpenter about the scenery. 
According to his own story, a master carpen- 
terto whom he developed seme wonderful 
mechanical contrivance of his, shook his head 
with a mournful airand said, ‘‘Ah, sir, it’s 
a universal observatiewin the professiou, sir, 
that it was a great loss to the public when you 
took to writing books !’ 


A Cog Wheel’s Prisoner For ‘Six 
Hours.

It has been the custom of Engineer Sher- 
bert of oe 2 paper mill to put the mill in 
motion on Monday mornings just after mia- 
night. Yesterday, however, the man who 
relieves Sherbert at 6 a. m, found the mill 
standing still, and the engineer with his left 
hand caught in the cogs of the wheels. The 
prisoner heard his relief approaching, and 
shouted to him to turn off the water. This 
done he was soon relieved. At midmght. he 
said, just before starting the mill, he went to 
the wheel to grease the cogs, turning on just 
water enough to move the wheel slowly. His 
band was caught in the cogs and the wheel was 
mopped. He was unable to release himself, 
and his cries for help were not answered, so 
he made the best of his predicament for six 
long hours until he was released. He seems 
to woo no pain when held a prisoner, 
but off being released the pain frou the 
crushed member was intense.

TRAFFIC IN GIRIS. 


How English Maidens are Enticed to 
Ticustee tor intamous Purposes. 
[A. 8. Dyer in‘London (Eng,) News. ]. 

Not five months ago a virtuous young Eng- 
lishwoman was courted in London bya _ man 
of gentiemanly exterior, who promised her 
marriage if she would accompany him for 
that pu to Brussels. Inexperienced ia 
the orld, only nineteen years of age, and 
away from the home of her parents, she-was 
induced to accept the offer. On their arrival 
-at Calais, the young woman was introduced 
to another individual of gentlemanly appear- 
ance, who spoke French only. She was then 
told by her *‘lover’”’ that he had spent all hia 
money and would have to pawn his watch to 
enable him to return to England for more, but 
he would meet her, he said, at Brussels, to 
which place his friend would accompany her. 
She protested that she would not go with 
this man. Her ‘‘lover,’’ however, pushed her 
into the railway carriage, slammed the door, 
and the train started. She was alone witha 
stranger, and, worse still, she was on her way 
to a city where she knew noone, and where a 
langu was spoken of which she was unable 
to understand a single word. Arrived in 
Brussels, the young woman was taken direct 
to alicensed house of ill-fame, where the 
slave-trader left her. Under a false name she 
was placed on the register of infamy which 
disgraces that city. The man whocourted her 
In Taahen never came—as, of course, he nev- 
| er intended to come—to fulfill his promise. 
Intimidated from leaving the house, forced to 
submit her person tothe last indignity that 
can be inflicted upon a woman, here she was 
as much a slave as was ever any negro upon 
Virginian soil. Again and again she told her 
tale to the Enzlish debauchees who visited the 
house, and entreated them, with tears, to aid 
her to escape, butin vain. Meanwhile, ina 
little country home 10 the south of England her 
mother felt that her own heart was 
breaking, as no news came 0of her 
lost child. and the father went 
about his daily toil assured that his life was 
beipg shortened by the great sorrow that had 
faliem upon him. At this juncture it was told 
to me in London by a friend of mine,to whom 
the tale had been disclosed inan apparently 
upguarded moment by a man who had visited 
this officially-tolerated house of infamy in 
Brussels, that a young Englishwoman was im- 
prisoned there, and was awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to commit suicide as her only means of 
escape. Friendsin Brussels were at once com- 
mupicated with, and, with some difficulty, 
the young woman was found ioa hospital suf- 
fering from the injuries that had been inflict- 
ed upon her, but was being cured, preparatory 
to being returned, under the authorization of 
the Police des meurs, to the tolerated house 
from which she came. A Protestant pastor 
in that city demanded, on behalf of her 
friends in England, that she should be handed 
overto him. This was eventually done. One 
morning last week I had the satisfaction of re- 
ceiving herin London, when the foregoing 
facts were corroborated from her own lips. 

The English people should know that this 
is not a solitary case, except in its satisfactory 
ending. Ir the course of the search for this 
young woman, other instances of like nature 
were revealed, of which the following 1s a 
specimen. Tbe particulars are extracted from 
a letter received from Brussels on the 2d ult. 
(I omit the names ofthe streets for obvious 
reasons): *‘*On Thursday, 16th of October, Mr. 

, a lieutenant of artillery, just having fin- 
ished his service at the barracks of St. Eliza- 
beth, was walking along the Rue——. Hesaw 
a gathering of people, amoag whom were sev- 
eral honorable citizens. In the midst of them 
was a young girl, weeping bitterly and declar- 
ing aloud that she had that moment made her 
escape from the house of prostitution No. —, 
Rue ——,, into which shc had been decoyed and 
retained against her will. This girl, who did 
not speak a word of French, aflirmed that she 
was deceived in London by a Belgian agent, 
who engaged to bring her to Holland, where 
he had found a place for wher, he 
said, as governess in a good family. She 
added that she came of _ respectable 
parents, who had willingly consented to her 
accepting this engagement.

The Dogs of Stamboul.

I allude to the 108,000 homeless dogs whose 
domicile is the streets of this city. ‘They are 
said to be the descendants, degenerate, no 
doubt, of the numerous packs of wolves that 
once, probably befvure the taking of Constan- 
tinople by Mahmoud, roamed about on either 
shore of the Bosphorus,in which the immuni- 
ty they now enjoy, begun from fear, bas now 
its source in affection. One of the former 
Sultane, Abdul Medjid, whose subjects were 
not so down-trodden as the Turks of to-day, 
nearly created a revolution by ordering the 
annihilation of all the street dogs by poison. 
As they in those days were four or five times 
more numerous than now, this sweeping edict 
caused such a furious murmering among the 
population, who love dearly their four-footed 
compatriots, that it was rescinded, not, how- 
ever, before many thousand curs had bitten 
the dust. Another Padishab., Abdul Aziz, 
had given or rather sold, to a French capital- 
ist, a concession of all the dogs in Constanti- 
nople and suburbs. The price paid forthe 
concession was 120,000 francs. The cap- 
italist’s intention was to kill all the ani- 
mais, skin them, and tan their hides for 
La gy the rest going for fertilizing 

urposes. ‘laborate preparations were made 

or their slaughter, the flaying of the bodies, 
and storage of the skins. However, the first 
two en.issaries of death, who, armed with 
meat balls, clubs and sacks stole upon an un- 
suspecting cur and promptly sent hissoul to 
the canine purgatory,were perceived.A young 
Turkish lad discovered them at their occupa- 
tion, rusbed horror-stricken to all the neigh- 
bors and raised theirire byrelating what he 
badseen.

GRANT AND THE GERMANS. 


What Hon. Fred. H’ssaurek Has to 
Say About Ohio. 
[Washington Special to Chicago Times. j 

Frederick Hassaurek, of the Cincinnati 
Volksblatt, is in ttis city. Meeting him ina 
hotel. corridor to-day, the Times correspond- 
ent asked him: “Is ittrue that the German 
element in Ohio is hostile to the nomination 
of Gen. Grant for a third term?” 

‘*The Germans of Cincinnati,” he respond- 
ed, ‘‘are almost to a man opposed tothe nom- 
ination of Grant. Not only this, but he would 
lose the liberal element, which has gone to the 
Republican party on the currency question, 
and would lose a large number of old stand-bys 
of the party. A Republican State Senator 
and Mayor of Cincinnati said to me that he 
would not vote for Grant if he were nominat- 
ed. There are ten thousand voters in Cincin- 
nati; the Germans comprise one-third of the 
entire vote of the State. Few of them ap- 
prove of his nomination or would vote for him 
if he was nominated. Considering recent 
majorities, the nomination of Grant would at 
once make Ohioa doubtful State, and if the 
Democrats nominate aman, say like Bavard, 
they can carry the State easily.. What I say 
is not in disparagement of Grant’s military 
services. Thereis no intention to belittle 
what he has done in war, but the feeling is 
that it would be unsafe ana dangerous to eleci 
aman forathird term. As much as they es- 
teem him as a military man, they are not im- 


. pressed with his civil administration.’’ 


‘*‘How is @he German press in regard to 
Grant’s nomination?’’ was asked. 

‘*There is not a leading German Republican 
paper in the country that advocates the nomi- 
nation of Grant. A great many of them would 
not support him if he was nominated. The 
Westliche Post, of St. Louis, in which Car] 
Schurz 1s one-fourth or one-fifth owner, has 
declared it will oppose him. The Staats-Zei- 
tung, of New York, would not support him, 
and so with ail the leading papers of the coun- 
try, the only exception being the Staats-Zei- 
tung, of Chicago. The. last named paper, 
while it would support - Sowa if nominated, 
has advised against his nomination, on the 
ground that it would be imprudent and unad- 
visable. The chotce of the paper is Wash- 
burne, and its second choice eB tind In 
Cleveland there are two German Republican 
papers, both of which war against Grant. a 


the Anzeiger, has interviewed one hundre 


and nineteen leading German business "men, 
and found that they were, toa man, opposed 
to Grant. The Wachter, the other paper, 
controlled by ex-Lieut. Gov. Jacob Mueller, 
who, in 1872, as a delegate to the Philadelphia 
convention, opposed Grant, and voted ‘no’ 
on the question of making his nomunation 
unanimous—that paper, of course, will not 
support Grant. ’? 

*“Are there enough German voters in Ohioto 
turn the scale??? 

**Decidedly,’? Mr. Hassaurek roped: 
**‘more German voters than any Republican 
majority of late; and should they not support 
the nominee, the State would very likely go 
Democratic. ’’ 

‘*‘Who is the choice of many of the Ohio 
Germans?’’ the Times correspondent asked. 

‘*‘A great many German Kepublicans prefer 
Sherman,’’? wasthe reply. “Blaine would not 
be a very strong candidate among them, but 
would go down more easily than Grant. I am 
satistied that Sherman is the strongest candi- 
date among the German Republicans of Ohio, 
and especialiy among business men.’’

Geneva’s Bad Bargain.

Geneva is menaced with a serious calamity. 
Some time ago the Duke of Brunswick left his 
enormous fortune to Geneva by a quaintly 
worded testament, to which the municipality 
administered as universal legatee. Grateful 
for the magnificent bequest willed to it by 
Charles Frederick, the city erected a costly 
equestrian statue to his memory, faid out 
pleasure grounds and founded schools upon 
the strength of the Brunswickian heritage, 
valued at several millions of francs. Mean- 
while the ‘‘agnates’’ of the Brunswick-Lune- 
berg Ducal House took legal st to dispute 
the validity of Duke Charies’ 1, upon the 
ground that, atthetime he executed that 
document, be was *‘non compos mentis,’’ 
a circumstance which, under the Brunswick 
State laws of the 6th and 14th of March, 18%}, 
would render his testamentary dispositions 
nulland void. ‘The case thus raised has been 
recently tried before the Brunswick tribun- 
als, which have given sentence against Gen- 
eva, declaring his Higness’ will, under which 
that city claims his inheritance, to be in- 
valid. Geneva has signified her intention to 
appeal to still higber courts; but. as it would 
appear, the leading jurists of Germany are of 
the opinion that the decision of the Bruns- 
wick tribunal will be in every respect con- 
firmed. Sheuld this prove to be the cuse, 
Geneva will have press an enormous sum of 
money in honor of Duke Charles, and to her 
own manifest embellishment, but, instead of 
deriving it from the proceeds of the celebrated 
Brunswick brillfants, she will have to pay it 
out of her own pocket.

An old college scout at Christ Chureh, Ox- 
ford, one “Cicero Cook,” teld byan aphorism 
that a man’s character could be .told bv the 
books and surroundings in bis study.

The next room to the study, the drawing- 
room, is awonderful place.

A portrait of an old lady struck me as won- 
derful, and I admired it still more when I was 
told it was Sir Walter Scott’s mother. There 
is also a fine portrait of King James I., anda 
marvelous bit of work, namely, Camrood’s 
paintiog of the bead of Mary, Qveen of Scotts, 
the day after this unfortunate lady was be- 
headed. I was transfixed by this picture, as 
the features of life seemed to have been sud- 
denly frozen by death into the cold, paic face: 
particularly well did I observe that the lips 
were pursed up—probably the facial expres- 
sion of the very last moment of this unfortun- 
ate lady. The whole of this roomis papered 
with some wonderiul aud very handsome 
Chinese puper, Said to ve all boud-painted. 

The walls of the passage leading out of this 
room are hung with the most interesting re- 
lice. A pair. of pistols found in Napoleon’s 
carriage after Waterloo, very handsome. 
handy weapons, engraved ‘*Versailles;’’ 

_ King James VI.’s bunting flask; thespurs of 

Prince Charlie; Rob Roy’s gun, with the ini- 
tials **R.M.C.;’’ the iron mask worn by 
Wishart, the martyr, at the stake, to prevent 
his addressing the people; the money-box of 
King James 1V.; Bruce’s candlestick, witha 
most admirable arrangement for keeping up 
the candle always to burning point; the mag- 
nificent tusk of an elephant. 

But what much pleased me was a pen-and- 
ink drawing of Queen Elizabeth dancing. It 
must be aportraitof the Queen because it is 
s0 like the monument in Westminster Abbey, 
the bustof which,in my Deayery days at 
Westminster, it was my special province to 
keep clean. The Queen is represented as 
dancing by herself, evidently not knowing 
that a lot of gentlemen were quizzing her. The 
faces of these worthies can just be seen gria- 
ning through the curtains. If Queen Eliza- 
beth was not pretty, anyhow, as isvery free 
quently the case, the want of facial beauty was 
fully compensated by an exceedingly pretty 
footand ankle. Her Majesty wore clocked 
stockings, anda Jovely little pair ef shoes, 
which, according to the present mode of

A Depraved Small Boy. 
{From Galignani’s Messenger, Jan. 6.) 

A fearful examp!e of criminal precocity is 
afforded by a case which receutiy came before 
the Assize Court of St. Peter, iu Martinique. 
A boy named Emilien Dema, aged 11, was ac- 
cused of baving delibcrately murdered Paul 
Sarpon, a child of 31-2 years. The following 
extracts from Dema’s examination will show 
the horrifying cold-bloodedness with which 
he admitted the commission of the crime. On 
being asked how he had dispatched his vic- 
tim, he answered, ‘‘I killed him intentional- 
ly. I got him to come and play with me. He 
followed me and we played togetber at first, 
andthenlled him near the edge of a cliff 
and pushed him over. I next jumped down 
after him, beat and kicked him, bit him inthe 
neck, and finished him off with a stone.’’ 
Wishing, as he said. to assure himself of hav- 
ing really ‘‘finisned off” Sarpon, this young 
monster stated that he then dragged the body 
into a pool of water and effectually preveated 
any return to life by placing a heavy stone on 
the head. The President of the court inquir- 
ed of Dema why he had taken the child’s 
life, to which he replied. ‘*because I hated 
him for having had me punished by my moth- 
er.?’?’ Ona question being put as to whether 
he had felt no regret or pity on seeing the 
murdered boy struggling in the agonies of 
death, the prisoner, who seemed greatly sur- 
prised at such a query, answered decidedly 
‘*No.’’? and added, on being further inter- 
rogated, that noteven the fear of the police 
would have deterred him, as his desire was 
to **kill Paul.’’ The child criminal, who 
had given his evidence throughout most im- 
passively, displayed no feeling of any kind on 
beipg sentenced to :he maximum punishment 
of twenty years’ imprisonment in a house of 
correction.

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THE BIGGEST BRIDGE YET. 


Projected Structure Over the Frith of 
Forth in Scotland. 
{Edinburgh Cor. of the London Times.) 

The railway suspension bridge over the 
Forth at Queensferry will be, when completed, 
the most remarkable application of the sus- 
pension principle in the world. The plans of 
the engineer were approved by the Board of 
Trade some time ago; and as the contracts for 
the work have now been formally completed, 
the time seems opportune for giving some ac- 
count of this great engineering undertaking. 
The only alteration required by the Board of 

eon the plans as submitted to them relat- 
ed to the height of the central spans above 
the waterway of the ‘Forth. As originally 
drawn, the plans allowed for a height of 150 
feet above high-water mark, the object being 
to allow of the free passage of ships of war to 
the anchorage of St. ar, ay ope, above 
North Queensferry. Taking inté account the 
receat changesin naval urchitecture, it oc- 
curred to the Forth Bridge Railway Company 
thata height of 135 feet would more than 
meet practical requirements, while it would 
materially reduce the expense of the under- 
taking. The Board of Trade held a special 
inguiry in Edinburgh on this point, and,after 
hearing counsel for the various interests in- 
volved, including Grangemouth, Alloa and 
other river ports, it wus resolved to insist on 
the original plan being adhered to. 

The breadth of the Forth at Queensferry is 
rather more than a mile; but as the viaduct is 
to be continued overland on the north shore 
for several hundred yards, the whole length of 
the bridge will be about one mile and one- 
third. bis, however, gives no fair idea of 
the breadth of span to which the physical con- 
ditions require the suspension priuciple to be 
applied. In the midst of the firth, but rather 
neurer tothe northern thanto the southern 
shore, rises the rocky islet of Inchgarvie. Ou 
either side of this island the bed of the river 
bed sinks to a depth which is impracticable for 
engineering purposes. On the north side the 
sinks to a depth of 210 feet, on the south side 
to180 feet, below the water mark; and it is 
there for abreadth of 1,600 feet on either 
side, that no practicable bottom can be found 
for piers, and, theretore, that the suspension 
principle bas perforce to be resorted to. Be- 
tween the deep furrow on the south side of 
Inchgarvie andthe southern shore there isa 
reach of comparatively shallow water, with 
a maximum depth of 30 feet, but within 
which foundations may be found for some 12 
or 15 piers. Viewed in profile from the bosom 
ofthe firth, the bridge wiil thus present to 
view five distinct sections. First there is a 


sballow-water section on the south side, 
covering some 2,000 feet, and support- 
ed on 16 piers; then there is the deep- 


water section, south of Inchgarvie, traversed 
by a suspension bridge; next there is the 
Island of Inchgarvie itself, over which the 
viaduct will be carried on two or three piers; 
then there is the deep-water section north of 
Inchgarvie, spanned by asecond suspension 
bridge; and, lastly, there is the northern 
shoreward section, which carries the viaduct 
on ten oreleven piers from the brink of the 
tide to the dead leve) of the Fife shore. The 
great features of the architectural design, as 
seen from the firth, will be the four pairs of 
lofty towers on which the massive steel chains 
which are to support the two suspension 
bridges will be hung, and the two pairs of 
landward buttresses to which the suspending 
chains willbe anchored. Of the towers, two 
pairs will rise from jbe Island of Ilnchgarvie, 
avd will reach the posing height of 596 feet. 
Two pairs on the shofe of North Queensferry, 
and the other two on the brink of deep water 
on the southern channel,will attain toa height 
of 584 feet. The two pairs of buttresses on 
the north and the south side respectively will 
be, of course, less lofty; but they will be bold 
and striking masses of masonry. No one can 
compare the engineer’s plans with the physical 
aspect of the scene of his projected operations 
without being impressed by the combined 
boldness and ingenuity of his design. 

A bird’s-eve view of the plan serves only to 
enhance its merits and to increase one’s won- 
der. Those parts of the bridge, north and 
south, which rests on piers, with a solid 
foundation, will consist of a single permanent 
way 25 feet broad, and carrying a double set 
ofrails. But the intervening portions carried 
by the suspension bridges will consist of two 
distinct and parallel branches, each 15 feet 
broad, each carrying a single line of rails,and 
100 feet apart. These branches will be tightly 
braced together; and this arrangement his 
been adopted in order to give greater breadth, 
and therefore greater stability, to the whole 
structure. Seenfrom above, the outline of 
the design has the appearance of a shuttle 
with elongated points. The divergence of the 
branches begins at the massive piers, two on 
each side, to which the suspension chains will 
be anchored, and the maximum of divergence, 
100 feet, will be attained before the lofty 
towers are reached. While the bridge 
throughout the greater part of its extent 
makes necessarily a straight course, the shore- 
ward part at either end forms a gentle curve. 
From each shore to the beginning of the’ sus- 
pension bridge the line rises with a gradient 
of 1in 100. In the shoreward sections, and 
in that over Inchgarvie, the permanent way 
rests onthe upper members of the lattice 
girders; but inthe twosuspension sections 
it rests on the lower members. By this con- 
trivance here, as in the case of the Tay bridge, 
the full height of 150 feet above the high 
water mark is confined to the central sections 


only. 

It will be evident from what has been said 
that each of the deep-water channels north 
and south of the Island of Incbgarvie will be 
spanned by a double suspension bridge. Each 
of these double bridges will consist of four 

arallel and enormous lattice-girders—two 

or each branch. These girders will be 1,60) 
feet jong. Seen in profile, their upper mem- 
bers wil) form an arched outline, with a max- 
imum height of fifty feet anda minimum of 
nineteen fect besides the towers. On these 
towers. of course, their ends will rest; but 
they will derive their main support from four 
immense steel chains, one for each girder, 
which will be slung over the towers and fast- 
enedtothe anchoring piers at either end. 
The girders will be attached to the chains by 
stout wrouht-iron,rods at intervals of fifty 
feet. 

Vast as the undertaking seems, there is 
every reason to have confidence in its practi- 
cability. The engineer is Sir Taumas Bouch, 
C. E., whose greatest achievement hitherto— 
the Tay bridge—has turned out asplendid suc- 
cess—a success recognized atid indorsed in the 
honor of knighth awarded to him since its 
completion. The great expense of the scheme 
isa formidable obstacle to its accomplish- 
mert. The capital of the Forth Bridge 
Railway Company is £1,250,000. The interest 
on this sum—£75,000 a year—has been guaran- 
teed by four railway companies, the largest 
share being borne by the North British, 
which will be saved by the new route an an- 
nual outlay of £40.000 on account of its ferry 
traffic between Granton and Burntisland. 
The estimated cost of the entire undertaking 
is £1,116,000, which is equivalent to the whole 
capital of the company, less £134,000 set aside 
as guranteed shares by the North British 
Company under the Fife Railways act of 1876, 
A formal commencement of the work of con- 
struction was made in September last, when 
the foundation was laid of one of the great 
towers on the Island of Inchgarvie.

*, WIDOW’S WOES. 


A Suit Against the Relict of the Late Geo. 
C. Miller, of Lottery Fame. 


His Marriage Declared to be a Fraud—What 
a St. Louis Physician Says About the Men- 
tal Condition of the Deceased. 


George Miller, whe died in Louisville lost 
June, and who was once a member of the 
lottery firm of Murray, Miller & Co., is well 
remembered in St.Louis. He made his home 
here for many years,but went to live in Louis- 
ville in the early part of 1877. In February, 
1879, he was married to Miss Kate Creel, a 
very handsome and well connected young lady 
of that aty. He died in June following and 
left his widow a fortune of something 
over $ 100,000, mostly in bonds 
and stocks that could be easily 


converted into cash. Miller’s father and his 
hrother Edward lived in New York, the latter 
being a broxer, George Miller’s wife became 
the executrix of his estate, and as it was easi- 
lv administered she went offtothe Eastern 
watering places soon after her husband’s de- 
cenuse, She would no doubt have 
made herself reasonably happy but 
for an untoward adcident by which she was 
thrown out of a carriage and so badly hurt 
that she wes Jaid up in New York »for several 
weeks. When she returned to Louisville she 
went to live at the Galt House,and immediate- 
ly became the center of an admiring circle of 
friends, male and female. Just 
now, however, things are not 
running smeothly with the less than a vear 
old widow. Soon after the death of her hus- 
band she made an agreement, which received 
the sanction of the Court, to give to his broth- 
er Edward one half the estate. This left 
her with some $60,000, which is quite a 
comfortable sum to become so 
suddenly and easily possessed 
of. But Edward Miller got to thinking over 
the matter and he finally came to the conclu- 
sion that he ought to have all the estate. So 
some three weeks ago he came out to Louis- 
ville and put up at the Galt House. The gos- 
sips ha it that he and the wiaow 
were going to malry. But no, 
not a marriage, but a row was brewing. A 
week ago last Monday, Louisville was startled 
by the filing of asuit by Edward asking the 
court to muke a decree commanding that all 
the estate of George Miller be turned over to 
the plaintiff, and basing the peti- 
tion on the ground that George 
Miller’s marriage with Miss Creel was 
a sham and a fraud, as he was atthe time the 
alleged marriage took place, and fora long 
time previous, a victim of dipsomania and not 
possessed of his right mind. The logical 
conelusion to be drawn from the petition is 
that Miss Creel married George Miller for bis 
money. Mrs. Miller has made her answer in 
court and sets forth that the marriage 
was entirely legal, and gives the name of the 
minister who performed the ceremony. The 
suit will attract much atteniion in both Louis- 
ville and St. Louie. George Miller was known 
here as a hard drinker and a pretty fast young 
man. It is said that he did not change his 
babits after he went to Louisville. and that it 
was only by the most incessa im- 
portuning that he persuaded Mis§ Creel 
to marry him. His dissipation was Kept up 
after the marriage, and it is understood to 
have beenthe primary cause of his death. 

A reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH last 
night met Dr. J. McGoflin, who was George 
Miller’s physician while he lived in St. 
Louis. and took occasion toask him a few 
questions that had been suggested 
by the legal proceedings just instituted at 
Louisville. 

‘*Doctor, was George Miller crazy when he 
married?’ 

‘¢‘7 can’tsay. I had not known much of 
him since he left here in the early part of 

b 


**How was he then?’’ 

‘*? should not say he had an absolutely 
sound mind. He had got so that he could 
not control himself about drinking, and when 
aman can’t do that I do not consider him to 
be fully in his right mind.’’ 

“Then he really did have dipsomania?’’ 

‘*Yes, he badit bad. I told his father that 
he oughttotake George and put him in 
an inebriate asylum because he was not able 
to restrain his appetite for drink.’’ 

‘*TDid bis insanity go outside of the matter 
of drink?’ 

‘*Well, he did some verv strange things, 
though I did not regard him as an insane ma 
by any means.’’ 

‘*You don’t know anything about his mar- 
riage?’ 

‘*Nothing except what I have heard.’’ 

Mr. Edward Miller will no doubt have Dr. 
McGoftin summoned as a witness in the suit. 

The reporter thed to interview Robt. C. 
Kerr, who was for a long time associated with 
George Miller, but with his usual diplomacy 
Bobby declined to say a word.

Sever- 
al attempts had been made by speculators 
from Arkansasto capture and consolidate 
these bonanza holes before the present eom- 
pany purchased them, but their enterprise 
and leathers werefound to be deficient and 
their offers were rejected after a passing en- 
tertainment of their propositions.

H. Faust and Charles A. Manners. of 
Colorado. The stock is valued at $5,000,000, 
and will be issued within a few weeks. Tne 
company has been incorporated and work al- 
ready commenced in earnest. Col. Dyer is 
satisfied with his investment, and is confident 
that large returns will flow into the coffers of 
all interested in the purchase. The new 
miner speaks well of the enterprise. of St. 
Louisens in the far West, and states that they 
are known in the Leadville district for their 
activity and the happy success which rewards 
them in every industrial pursuit with which 
they are connected.

THE SPRINGER HEIRS.

Amother Meeting of the Two Hun- 
dred Claimants To-Day.

The Sum of $550 Raisedto Defray Pre- 
liminary Expenses. 


The 200 Springer heirs reassembled at Jones’ 
Hall this morning at 10 o'clock. 
The room was well filled and 
the excitement over the prospect of 
getting a $100,000,000 was at such a pitch as 
to make most everybody very talkative. There 


were about half a dozen women in the crowd, 
the best-looking and most active one being a 
Miss Righter, from Illinois. She is not bad 
looking, and made herself most agreeable to 
her ‘*sisters§ and her cousins and her aunts.” 
She isin favor of female suffrage and occa- 
sionally expresses hegviews in public lec- 
tures. Taken altogether, it was a remarkable 
looking body of people. Every one 
present’ claimed to be descended 
from Christopher Springer, ef 
Sweden, and it must be acknowledged that 
most of them have a decidedly Swedish ap- 
pearance. They would certainly never be 
taken for English, Irisb, Spanish or French 
people, though they have something of a Teu- 
tonic look. 

The Chairman called the meeting* to order 
and said that the _ records of the meet- 
ing yesterday would be read, but 
that asthere had been about halfa dozen 
secretaries it could not be done until the sec- 
retaries had come together and agreed upon a 
report. Hethen went onto make some gen- 
eral remarks about the great fortune for 
which they were all seeking and incidentally 
mentioned a newspaper article that had 
been written on the subject and from which he 
had drawn 

A GREAT DEAL OF ENCOUARGEMENT,. 

*‘*Read it! Read!’’ came from all over the 
room, and he proceeded to read. It was a let-— 
ter written from Wilmington, Delaware, 
to the Chicago Times, and appeared about 
two weeks ago. It went onto speak of the 
great excitement caused in Wilmington over 
the fact that the Springer heirs had laid 
claim to over 500 acres of land in the heart of 
the city and then proceeded to narrate all 
that was known of the facts connected with 
the case. From this letter it seems that 
Christopher Springer died shortly after he 
bad leased the 500 acres of land to the church 
and that afterwards the church leased the 
same land to a hatter by the name of Springer, 
This tast lease was executed in the latter part 
of the last century and was 
to run for 2,000 years. It was 
stated by a gentlemaninthe meeting to-dav, 
that this Springer, the hatter, was a grandson 
of Christopher Springer, the great original, 
who came over from Sweden. 

The reading of the letter caused a good deal 
of enthusiasm. 

The chairman next’ said that a 
Central Committee had been appointed 
to look after the interests of 
the 300 heirs and that everything would be 
entrusted to that committee, but that there 
would have to be some money raised to defray 
its expenses. The expenses of the piesent 
meeting would also have tobe paid. He 
proposed therefore to have the secretary read 
the names of allthose in attendance and each 
person could, as he was called, name the 
amount he was willing to contribute. A thin 
little man, who was the attorney of some heirs 
who could not be present, 

SAID HE WAS WILLING 

to bear his share of the expenses of the pres- 
ent meeting but that he did not know that he 
was willing to pay for any furthez investigation 
of the claim. The Chairman asked if any one 
was willing to make a wotion to carry out his 
suggestion. The motion was made and car- 
ried, and the secretary began to call the roll 
of 200. The first man responded with $10. 
The next was silent. Then came a man with $25, 
which created a good deal of applause, then 
camea man with }, andsoon, some giving 
and some declining to be at any expense in-so 
uncertain a matter. It took three-quarters 
of an hour to call the whole iist,during which 
there was only one exciting episode. The lit- 
tle thin lawyer above spoken of got very 
mad at something the chairman said and- got 
up and began to deal in some abusive language. 
Miss Righter,the Illinois lady spoken of above, 
got - to pour oil on the troubled waters. ‘‘It 

as alseady been reported,’’ said she, “that 
the Springer heirs§ are quarreling. Now 
this is hot so, and I want everybody to be 
good-nhumored about this thing. Let’s use 
soft soap and keep ourselves full of the milk 
of human kindness.’’ This had the desired 
effect, and peace was restored immediately, 
the little thin lawyer expressing the regret 
that Miss Righter had not been chairman 
of the meeting. When the calling of the roll 
was over it was discovered that the sum of 
$550 had been raised. After the announce- 
ment of some committee meetings, the can- 
vention adjourned till 2 o’clock this after- 
noon.

HORTICULTURAL. 


A Discussion on Apples by the 


Savants of Seeds. + 


Second Day’s Session of the Missouri 
State Horticultural Society. 


The second day’s seesion ofthe twenty- 
second annual meeting of the Missouri State 
Horticultural Society was commenced about 
11 o’clock this morning in the School Board 
room ofthe Polytechnic Building. Previous 
to convening the session the members of the 
association,by invitation, visited the establish- 


ment of Mr. Hedges at 2117 Broadway, where 
the swinging out of the syrup and other oper- 
ations of the establishment were witnessed 
and explained. The sugar refinery and other 
manufactures of a similar character. were also 
visited, and the delegates were greatly editied 
by, as well as interested in, their morning’s 
trip. In addition to the members and del s 
in attendance yesterday,a number of new 
delegates wer present this morning. Among 
others were noticed T. W. Guy, a prominent 
florist of Kimmswick, Jefferson County; Dr. 
Spaulding, of Cliff Cave; William Stark, of 
Louisiana: S. H. Nowlin, Little Rock; K. 
B. Hoag and C.C. Smith, Judsonia; Crew 
Sanders, St. Louis. 

The room in which the meeting was held 
was still adorned with palms and flowering 
plants, while the tables containéd apples of 
the various varieties, seeds of ail descriptions 
and wines of different vintages. A number of 
horticultural implements anda few patent 
apparatus employed in that department were 
4 on exhibition and attracted general at- 
tention. Prominent among the latter was an 
orchard baler whose process consisted in 
simple machinery adapted to drawing the 
top of the trees into a compact cone-shape 
and thatching them with straw, canvas or 
other material, making a complete protection 
in winter from ice or sudden changes. 

TO-DAY'S SESSION. 

At 11 o’clock the meeting was cilled to or- 
der by J. C. Evans, of Harlem, Mo.. Presi- 
dent pro tem. of tne association. The first 
business transaeted was the report of the 
committee appointed at the last meeting of 
the society to secure a collection of State fruits 
to display at the pomological society at Ro- 
ehester last year. The report states that the 
display consisted of many varieties of apples, 
grapes and pears, and was creditable to the 
great State of Missouri. The President made 
a supplemental report, including wine in the 
articles exhibited at the Rochester meeting, 
not mentioned in the original report of 
the committee. The report us amended was 


then received and adopted by the society, and | 


ordered placed on file. 

‘)he secretary then read the report of Rob- 
ert Leland, of Rockport, on his experience iu 
growing various fruit trees in that loeality. 
He gave a very flattering account of the fruit 
as grown in his vicinity,especially with regard 
to twenty different varieties of apples. 

Mr. Evans made a few remarks onthe re- 
port, showing that varieties of fruits success- 
ful in one portion of the State would not be 
equally beneficial in other parts. The fruit 
growers should bear this in mind wheu mak- 
ing selections of varieties for plaating. 

Mr. Husman thought that these reports 
should only be taken for the locality in which 
they are made, and not for the State at large. 

Mr. Murray followed inthe same strain,and 
thought the soiland climate should decide 
what varieties of apples as well as other fruits 
should be selected. : 

Wm. Stark, of Louisiana, and Mr. Rhodes 
followed, and advocated the same plan as 
mentioned by Mr. Murray. 

A SLIGHT DISCUSSION 

as to the proper sqgil for bearing the well- 
known bell-flower was commenced, and was 
indulged in by Messrs. Evans, Husman and 
Rhodes. The outcome of the discussion was 
that it was generally admitted that this variety 
of the apple was not the most profitable for 
the fruit-growers of Missouri, but that the 
growth for family use should not be discour- 
aged. Mr. Hedges asked information con- 
eerning the lime constituting the soil and its 
effect upon the fruit grown. He was answered 
by Messrs. Husman and Stark as totheir per- 
sonal experience in using lime on the earth. 

The secretary then read the report of D. S. 
Ragan, of Inpependence, vice-president of 
the societv forthe Eighth Digtrict. He re- 

orted thatthe apple and peach crops of the 

istrict were only fair, owing to the sudden 
cold snap during the last winter. Thp small 
fruits were also below the average crop. He 
considered it the poorest season for fruits ia 
that district for several years. He hoped and 
expected that the next season would be more 
successful and profitable for the fruit growers 
of the Eighth District. The report was re- 
ceived. 

PLANT PATENT. : ~ 

Jacob Moore then advocated “his plant pa- 
tent, which he claimed was necessary 
to protect the fruit-grower and also 
to improve the new varieties. He stated 
that the originator of a valuable new fruit, 
vegetable or ornamental plant should have the 
exclusive privilege of giving 1t a name and the 
exclusive right to grow, disseminate and sell 
it. New varieties should be subjected to ex- 
amination andtrial by acompetent committee, 
that protective letters might not be given for 
old sorts, worthless new ones and those not 
distinct enough to be identified. It would be 
necessary to classify plants in the statute pro- 
tecting them according to the purpose for 
which they were valued, and apply the pro- 
tection accordingly; thus: Class 1—Perennial 
plants valued for the seed or fruit. Class 2— 
Plants valuedfor ornament. Class 3—Vege- 
tables, vegetable fruits, cereals and other 
annuals valued as edivie and marketable 
products. 

On motion the matter was referred to a 
committee consisting of Murray, Riehl, Stark 
and Moore, who were instructed to report it 
at as early an houras possible. 

MISSISSIPPI VALLEY ASSOCIATION. 

The subject of issuing a call for a Mississippi 
Valley horticultural meeting at an early a 
was brought up and was strongly advocated 
by Mr. S. H. Nowlin of Little Rock, Ark. He 
epoke of the good results to be secnred from 
such a meeting, composed of members from 
every State from Minnesota to the Gulf of 
Mexico. He rather favored the idea of Ar- 
kansas and Missouri uniting in making the 
call for such a meeting to be held during the 
next exposition inthis city. 

Messrs. Hedges, Husman and Guy made 
remarks advocating the proposed Mississippi 
Valley Association. 

The Chair, on motion,appointed Mr. P. Ea- 
sel, of Lilinois, and Messrs. Hedges and Hus- 
man, of Missouri, as a committee to confer 
withthe Arkansas delegation and report on 
a plan of action. 

fhe meeting then adjourned until this af 
ternoon. 


Afternoon * Session. 
At 2:15 o’clock the meeting was called to 
order by Acting President J. E. Evans, who 
stated that according to the constitution of 


the society the election of officers for the en- 
suing year would be the first business of the 
afternoon session. The Chair appointed Mr. 
Stark and Mr. Mathews as tellers of the elee- 
tion. 

N.J. Colman was nominated for president 
by Mr. Mathews, of Randolpb; ).S. Ragan, 
of Independence, was placed in nomination 
by J. E. Evans; J. E. Evans was.mominated 
by Mr. Husman. The result of the first ballot 
was an even number of votes for Colman and 
Evans, and a second ballot was ordered. The 
second ballot was without a choice, no candi- 
date receiving a sufficient number of votes to 
elect bim. 

Onthe fourth ballot N. J. Colman was 
elected president‘of the society for the ensu- 
ing year. 

rof.S. M. Tracey, of Columbia, was re®* 
elected secretary on the first ballot.
